New Figure 4 is proposed. Figure 4 shows an engine in a vehicle with a cooling fan, the fan and 
engine separated by a clutch under the control of the electromagnetic actuator according to the 
present invention. 

In the specification: 

Replace the paragraph at page 2, lines 6-15, with the following paragraph: 

The nut 18 includes an inner peripheral surface 32, an outer peripheral surface 34, 
and a fastening means 36, such as a thread. The fastening means 36 is adapted to attach the 
actuator 10 to the clutch 12. When attached, the nut 18 spins with the clutch 12. The stainless 
steel bushing 20 is adapted to couple the first end portion 28 of the shaft 16 and the inner 
peripheral surface 32 of the nut 18. When coupled, the shaft 16, the bushing 20, and the nut 18
